relationships in the future. Nevertheless, I believe it would be '^ W1 ; 333 
* 0 eliminate any possibility o£ such a relationship, as a xu*ly jusaiiaola 
requirement might arise. An example might be the need to bnei a loca 
law enforcement agency on a foreign terrorist organisation posing a 
threat to that community. In such a circumstance, aowsver^ 1 assure 
you that the matter will be the subject of full consultation witn tne appro- 
priate oversight committees of the Congress, This should lirms any ^ 
such activity to fully justifiable situations and avoid the danger ox -ha 
involvement in domestic affairs, which we all wish CIA to avoid. 

May I also express my appreciation to you for your vote ~or my 
confirmation and for your positive remarks about ms on the floor. ^ x 
will endeavor in the execution of my new duties to jastiiy hie comxdsace
